SWEDISH ACTIVITIES RE UNDP ADMINISTRATOR - 

WHEN AMB BENNETT ASKED WHAT HAPPENED WITH RESPECT TO SWEDISH 
INTEREST IN UNDP ADMINISTRATOR POST, SWEDISH REP BYDBECK REPLIED 
HE HAD TOLD SYG SWEDEN MIGHT HAVE CANDIDATE AND WALDHEIM 
SAID HOUR WAS LATE TO BE PROPOSING NEW CANDIDACIES. LATER, 

BYDBECK RECEIVED RENEWED INSTRUCTIONS TO RAISE POSSIBLE SWEDISH 
CANDIDACY, AND HE TOOK MATTER UP ONCE MORE WITH SYG. 

WALDHEIM AGAIN TOLD HIM IT WAS LATE, SAID US HAD EARLIER 
NOMINATED CANDIDATE AND HAD MADE CLEAR IT EXPECTED POST 
TO CONTINUE TO BE HELD BY AMERICAN, AND THEREFORE SYG COULD 
NOT HOLD OUT HOPE FOR SWEDISH CANDIDATE. ALTHOUGH RYDBECK 
ACCEPTED LOGIC AND REALITIES OF ABOVE, HE COMMENTED THAT 
SWEDEN ALSO PLAYED ACTIVE UNDP ROLE AND COULD NOT BE DENIED 
RIGHT TO ASPIRE TO HOLD ADMINISTRATOR'S POST AT SOME TIME.

SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION - 

AT WEO GROUP MEETING ON PREPARATIONS FOR SPECIAL SESSION, 

UK PROPOSAL TO CIRCULATE OECD MINISTERIAL DECLARATION AS 
CONFERENCE ROOM PAPER WAS GENERALLY SUPPORTED. HOWEVER, 
AUSTRALIANS AND SWEDES EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS, ARGUING THAT 
DECLARATION ON ONE HAND DISAPPOINTING AND ON OTHER MAY 
LEAD G-77 TO ANTICIPATE MORE FORTHCOMING (AND UNIFIED) 

OECD POSITION THAN WILL BE CASE. IN GENERAL. GROUP EXPRESSED 
WILLINGNESS TO ACCEPT CRP-1 (G-77 PROPOSALS) AS BASIC WORKING 
PAPER ON AGENDA, AND EC-9 NOT INCLINED TO ARGUE MAIN HEADINGS. 
AUSTRALIANS AND CANADIANS EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR INCLUSION OF FOOD 
ITEM, BUT ABSENCE OF ITEM ON INDUSTRIALIZATION IN US 
PROPOSAL DREW MOST FIRE. FRG WAS CONCERNED ABOUT USG 
EFFORTS TO LIMIT AGENDA, BELIEVING G-77 WOULD THEN EXPECT 
POSITIVE ACTION ON SPECIFIED ITEMS. UK, SUPPORTED BY TURKEY 
AND PORTUGAL, CONCLUDED NAC NOT PLANNING SPRING SURPRISES 
AT LIMA BUT MIGHT DO SO IF DC'S FAILED COME UP WITH SOMETHING 
POSITIVE IN MEANTIME.

REPORTEDLY THERE HAVE BEEN NUMBER OF CONSULTATIONS IN THE 
HAGUE, OSLO AND LONDON ON PREPARATION FOR SPECIAL SESSION BY 
NORDICS, NETHERLANDS, UK AND CANADA, AND APPARENTLY NUMEROUS 
PAPERS CONCERNING POSSIBLE PROPOSALS HAVE BEEN DRAFTED BY 
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VARIOUS PARTICIPANTS. 

THRUST OF DUTCH PAPER ON ' RELIEF MEASURES FOR IMMEDIATE 
NEEDS" IS THAT THERE IS IMMEDIATE NEED FOR BILATERAL 
AND MULTILATERAL PROGRAMS TO BE ESTABLISHED TO MEET SHORT-TERM 
EMERGENCY NEEDS AND PAPER ATTEMPTS TO SEPARATE EMERGENCY 
SITUATIONS INTO NATURAL.SOCIAL, AND ECONOMIC CATEGORIES. 
CLASSIFICATION IS AMBIGUOUS AND ARTIFICIAL, AND ARGUES 
THAT UN SHOULD BE ORIENTED TOWARD MEETING THREE TYPES OF 
EMERGENCY SITUATIONS. ATTACHED DRAFT RES, HOWEVER, IN 
USDEL'S VIEW REPRESENTS DIRECTION TO UN EFFORT WHICH US LIKES

PREPCOM FOR SEVENTH SPECIAL SESSION - 

MOSAK (SECRETARIAT), IN PRESENTING TO COMITE JUNE 17 SYG'S 
REPORT ON CONSTRAINTS, STRESSED THAT RECENTLY AVAILABLE 
STATISTICS ONLY REENFORCED BASIC CONCLUSIONS OF REPORT: 
CONSTRAINING EFFECT ON LDC'S OF POORER 1971-74 AGRICULTURAL 
PERFORMANCE; GREATER TRANSFER OF RESOURCES TO LDC'S 
THROUGH FAVORABLE MOVEMENT IN TERMS OF TRADE; GREATER 
DISPARITY OF RATES OF GROWTH AMONG LDC'S AND OF INCOME WITHIN 
LDC'S; AND GREATER DECREASE IN DC DEMAND WHICH WILL LEAD
